It seems that recently Purchasinfi Agent 
George W. Stevens of the Q. and C. was 
making a trip between here and the 
tional Capital in company with President 
Ingall.- of the C. and O. 

President Ingall?, while the train was 
making the run over that part of the line 
in the Blue Ridge regious, declared that 
the roadbed for unite a distance was 
built by Croze t, who was Napoleon's en 
gineer during the rule of the French Em 
peror. whose downfall led to the present 
French Republic. 

It seems that after Napoleon III fell, 
his adherents drifted to various parts 
of the world and Cro/et came to Amer 
ica. lie was an experienced engineer, 
and was in charge of the construction ol 
parts of the old Virginia Central Railway 
•oadbed. over which the C and <> now 
runs for a good distance 

'This roadbed, " said Colonel Ryan.
